Viceroy's 
Statement On 
India Plan 


London, May 26. 

New Delhi radio reported a 
joint statement by British 
Cabinet mission members and 
the Viceroy, Field Marshal 
Lord Wavell, declaring the 
scheme*for an indeperdent In- 
dis “stands as a whole and can 
only work as such,” 

The statement was in reply 
to Congress and Moslem league 
reaction to the Cabinet mis- 
sion’s proposals for giving In- 
dia gelf-government, 

Once the constituent assem- 
bly is formed, the statement 
said, there is no intention of 
interfering with its discretion 
or questioning its decision and, 
when its work is completed, 
His Majesty's Government will 
recommend to Parliament such 
action “as may be necessary 
for cession of sovereignty to 
the Indian people.” 

The broadcast 
statement as repeating “There 
ig no intention of retaining 
British troops in India against 
the wishes of an independent 
India under the new constitu- 
tion. During — the interim 
period which it is hoped will be 
a short one, Brilush Parliament 
will hold the responsibility for 
the security of India and it is 
necessary therefore that British 
troops — should remain.” —As- 
sociated Press,
